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DECISION ON PETITION 

PURSUANT TO

This is a decision on the petition filed August 12, 2007, 
pursuant to 3 7 C.F.R. § 1.13 7(a) x , to revive the above- 
identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The above- identified application became abandoned for failure to
